Field Marshal Haigh's forces are clos- 
ing in upon St. Qutnein, from the north 
while the French are pushing up from 
the south. 


Stiff German Resistance 


Further north the British were re- 


ported today to have gained a foot- 
hold in the twin towns of Peizierre 
and Kpehy, two and half miles from 
the HincJenburg line opposite Catalet. 
The Germans are resisting strongly 


here as this section of the line forms 
part of the defenses of Cambrat on 
the south. 
Germans Counter Attack 


Their resistance in this section is 


also' taking form of strong counter- 
attacks at Gouzeau'court, just to the 
north. They gaine da lone British post 
in hard fighting here last night, but 
otherwise were completely repulsed. 


The defense of Cambrai is likewise 


being carried to the aggrssive side by 
the Germans along the Canal du Nord, 
where the British stand far inside the 
Hindenburg line after having broken 
the Queant-Drocourt switch.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, "Sept. 11.—The 


government's case against Eugene V. 
Debs, socialist , leader charged 
with 


violaiion of the espionage act in a 
speech at Canton, Ohio, June 16, was 
made plain in the United States dis- 
trict court here yesterday, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Wertz, said that he 
would complete his evidence this af- 
ternoon. 


At panton Debs prefaced his re- 


marks'with the statement, "I must be 
careful what I say and more care- 
ful how I say it." 


His alleged offense specifically is 


that by indirection and insinuation in 
this speech it was his intent to ailirm 
the "war 
program" of the socialist 


party at St. Louis in June, 1917. This 
program was adopted by a referendum 
of the pnrty, and is 
outspoken in 


opposing the war and pledges the 
party to oppose conscription. 


Although in his 
speech 
Mr. Debs 


evaded direct affirmation of the "war 
program," witnesses were introduced 
to show that this was really 
what 


he intended to convey with due regard 
to careful, lawful language. 


Two witnesses testitied on this point. 


They were Clyde R.. Miller, a Cleve- 
land reporter, who interviev.-pii ' •->'•>« 
at Canton and again two weeks later,

which showed in blank spaces in the 
parallel columns.

it (or him. In industry, agriculture, or 
other occupations this other person 
will naturally be his employer or some 
other representative of his associated 
group." 


General Crowder then asks employ- 


ers to study their plants and indus- 
tries, to single out as really indispen- 
sable individuals and to study the con- 
ditions of deferment as provided in the 
regulations, mentioning the possibility 
of ''training substitutes and the avail- 
ability of women workers." 


900 Skilled Cooks Graduated 


From Government School 


at Fort Worth, Tex. 


FORT WORTH. Tex.. Sept. 11 — 


Nine hundred skilled cooks, trained 
'or overseas duty, have been gradu- 
ated in classes of 300 from the gov- 
ernment school for cooks and bakers, 
the largest school of its kind In the 
country, which is being conducted at 


p Bowie here, under command 


of Captain Fred H. Morrell. • 


Students graduating 
must 
reach 


the 
following standard: 
Practical 


work, 60 per cent; 
recitation and 


theory, 20 per cent; care of kitchen, 
15 per cent; discipline, 15 per cent. 
The majority of those graduated have 
been taken from the course for sec- 
ond cooks, with first cooks next in 
number and mess sergeants third. 


The course includes lectures and In- 


struction on rations, 
bills of fare, 


component parts, 
field specifications, 


preparation, sanitation, temperatures, 
mess management, stock sheets, field 
cooklns, recipes and visits tp the pack- 
ing houses here. An understanding of 
food values most needed to suit con- 
Jitlons existing- in various places is 
being drilled into the students. 


Great attention also is given to 


food conservation. 
The army must 


not waste and cooks are taught to 
throw all particles of meat and bone 
into a 20-gallon pot where the mix- 
ture is boiled and the fat rendered. 
The stock is then used for gravies 
stnd soups. 


Some companies here require the 


men to weigh what is left on their 
plates and the amount is deducted 
from the next meal, thus adjusting 
the food needed to their appetites. 


The sanitation course requires the 


mess officers to keep kitchen, mess 
hall, refrigerators, ovens and cooking 
utensils hyglenlcally clean. This ap- 
plies , to tables and floors. 
How to 


set the tables is an Important part 
of the study. 
p 


Experiments are conducted to de- 


vise means of using substitutes for 
flour such as oatmeal, cornmeal, and 
rice" flour. Use of sirup instead of 
sugar wherever 
possible 
is encour- 
aged. 


"Food wastage," said Captain Mor- 


rell,- "is not always the fault of the 
soldier at the mess table. The cook 
la often to blame. If he doesn't cook 
the food right, it will be distasteful 
to the men and they will refuse to 
eat all set before them. 
The well 


cooked meal puts the men in good 
spirits as well as helping them phys- 
ically." 


A record of food conservation was 


kept at . the detention camp where 
the recruits are quartered and fed un- 
der the direction of Captain Morrell.

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PEACE OFFENSIVE 


According <o despatches from all the 


central powers there seems to be a 
strong sentiment in all these countries 
in tovor of ending the war. The strug- 
gle has'been carried on for over four 
years they tay, and so far us they are 
concerned thty now see that it does 
not seem to have served any good pur- 
pose. Nor are there any prospects, so 
far as they are concerned, of gaining 
anything from a continuance of the 
war. Therefore, they are unanimous in 
counseling peace. Here for example is 
Talaai I'asha, the grand vizier of Tur- 
key, who, in a recent interview pub- 
lished in a Vienna paper, predicts that 
peace will come before winter. Possi- 
bly the grand vizier or the sultan him- 
self has half a mind to throw up his 
hands and shorn; "Enough." \\"e sur- 
mise that there is a feeling somewhat 
similar in Bulgaria, in Austria and oven 
widely spreading in Germany. It Is easy 
to tell from these pacific utterances how 
ihe wind is blowing and how the tide 
has turned in the war. It Germany 
were winning victories there would be 
no such reflections upon the length of 
the war and the need of peace. 


The Teutonic militarists are engaged 


in a great peace offensive because they 


. see all hope of victory rapidly vanish- 


ing1. 
They may now realize their er- 


rors and endeavor to secure a compro- 
mise peace, while they see the allied 
forces smashing toward the German 
frontier. 
But there will be no peace 


until the German war lords are forced 
to surrender and until the allies can 
dictate the terms of peace. 
' The crimes unspeakaWe. irreparable, 
and unparalleled, committed by Oer- 
many and her allies must be atoned 
before peace. is proclaimed and that 
means that the military power of Ger- 
many must be destroyed so that it will 
never again be a me.nuce to civilization 
or humanity. The peace offensive will 
fail as ail the German drives have fail- 
ed and as her future drives are bound 
to fail. 


We do not believe that peace will 


come this year ...and possibly not next 
year, although should the allies next 
year enter Germany as they intend to 
do, it may be that even the war lords 
will consider it the best policy to sur- 
render.. If they want peaco they can 
have it at any time by absolute sur- 
render. 
Otherwise the ending of the 


war will be forced by the. allied armies 
and in this the American army will 
play a most important part in giving 
the entente1; the power to overwhelm 
the 
enemy 
and 
put an end to the 


lofty ambitions of Germany for 
the 


domination of the world.

In the death of Paul Butler the city 


loses one of its leading manufacturers 
and most 
successful 
business men. 


Not, perhaps, in the whole history of 
Lowell was there another man who 
was such a potent factor in upbuilding 
her industries and who yet was so 
little known personally to the com- 


. munity at hirge. To the general public 


he was known to be closely identified 
with several of our leading industries 
a manufacturer and business man ot 
sound judgment and wide experience; 
but as to the man himself, -so retiring, 
so modest and unassuming was he, that 
he was known to but few outside of the 
immediate circle in which he moved. 
But to these he was a most genial and 
companionable man. He very seldom 
appeared at public meetings and rarely 
took any part in public functions. To 
those with whom he was associated in 
business, he was known to be keen, 
astute, ingenious and progressive. He 
was characterized by calmness and an 
equanimity that even the most untow- 
ard events rarely disturbed. He was a 


• great executive and a patriotic citizen, 


whose influence exerted from the priv- 
acy of his office, will be missed in the 
industrial life of the city. 
The city 


is vastly better for his having lived. 
His passing leaves a void that cannot 
easily be filled. 


IT'S UP TO SENATOR LEWIS 


Senator Lewis of Illinois was a pas- 
enger on the JU. Vernon transport 
vhen it was torpedoed within 200 miles 
>f the coast of France. lie is reported 
o - have rendered valuable assistance 
r. caring for the injured. We do not 
know how much of an orator Senator 
Lewis is. but he Is a democrat and 
should he able to defend his party 
against unjust attacks. It will be in- 
cumbent on him, when he returns to 
.he senate, to answer the scurrilous 
irade of Senator Sherman, 
also of 


Illinois, against the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 


Sherman has made so many unjusti- 


fiable attacks of this kind that Lewis 
will be. put down as approving them 
unless he conies out to defend the ad- 
ministration and show up the inconsist- 
encies of his republican colleague who 
may be one of the scoundrels who as 
Dr. Johnson said, uses patriotism as a 
cloak for disloyalty. 


HERTLING'S GOING 


Chancellor von Herding of Germany 


has brought a storm about his head on 
account of trying to steer a middle 
course between the militarists and the 
people. He told the militarists that the 
parliamentary reforms that had been 
promised should be granted and he told 
the people that they should support the 
government as the dynasty was at 
stake. This is the flrst utterance from 
a high official intimating that anything 
less than a thunder bolt from heaven 
could shake the stability of the Ger- 
man kaiser, backed, as he claims, by 
the Almighty. 


The 
German 
people are gradually 


awakening to a realization of theit 
real condition and of what they have 
suffered through thu ambition of the 
Prussian militarists. The time is no 
far distant when they will see the 


ht more clearly and when they will 


insist upon the destruction or at leas' 
tile overthrow of the present dynasts 
with all its military functions and am- 
bitions for ruling the world. 


THE MAINE ELECTION 


Although the republicans carried off 


the plums in Maine, they cannot boast 
much of their victory Inasmuch as the 
pluralities by which the leading offi- 
cials have been elected are greatly cut 
down from those of two years ago. 


Formerly the republican party re- 


garded Maine as the political barometer 
of the nation and the 'saying "As goes 
Maine, so goes the nation" had a wide 
influence; but that theory has long ago 
bren smashed so that the Maine elec- 
tion is no longer regarded as indicative 
of what will follow in the November 
elections In other states. 


In 1916 Maine gave its electoral vote 


to Hughes, but contrary to the old re- 
^ibllcan 
contention, the democratic 


party scored a great victory in the 
nation. 
The same had been said of 


New York, "the empire state." It was 
supposed that no president could be 
elected without the electoral vote of 
New- York; but \Voodrow Wilson broke 
all 
precedents and secured 
election 


over tho mnn who received the vote of 
New York. 


Therefore, the republican victory in 


Maine offers nothing in which that 
party cnn do any boasting. The re-

are 
relatively 


smaller which indicates n trend towards 
ihe democnulc party.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Destruc- 


tion of an enemy submarine Sept. 3 of? 


' the Atlantic coast by the American 


steamer Frank H. Buck was reported 
to the navy department jesterday by 
the steamer's master. 
He said 
two 


shots.-were observed to hit the subma- 
rine, which sunk after a terrific ex- 
plosion. 


The submarine, 
the, capaain said, 


opened fire ai a range of U.OOO yards. 
When it found, after an exchange of 
about 60 shots, that it was outranged, 
it tried to draw ort. It was then that 
the ship put in the two shots which the 
' captain believes destroyed the enemy. 


The captain's narrative follows: 
"On Sept. 3, at S.25 a. m. an enemy 


submarine 
was sighted on the star- 


board beam 'at 14,000 yards. The sub- 
marine opened fire and wo 
answered 


with forward guns. We saw the shot 
fall about 300 yards short and Imme- 
diately swung stern forward to the 
submarine, using aft guns. Our shots 
were close and the submarine shrapnol 
were bursting very near to us, some of 
the pieces falling upon our deck amid- 
ships. 
The 2Sth Shot Landed 


j "Before the submarine could get out 
of our range, out 28th shot apparently 


- bit her stern. The 23th shot hit her 


Just forward of the 
conning 
tower, 


near and under the water line. The 
tl-boat immediately shot into the ail- 
very suddenly, then settled and went 
down. The stern made a half turn to- 
ward us bfore it disappeared. 


"Upon shots striking the submarine 


we aaw.very clearly a terrific explo- 
sion and black smoke. 
The engage- 


ment lasted 29 minutes. 
Some of the 


fragments of the submarine fell on our 
decks and were picked up by the Quar- 
termaster and chief gunner's mate. 


Gunners' Etficlency Praised

announced 


that the captain of the Buck highly 
commended the efficiency and conduct 
of Chief Gunner's Mate Joseph Steffens 
and the entire armed guard under his 
command. 


Reports of sinkings of submarines 


have -not .been infrequent

German raiders first began operations 
in American waters last Hay, but the 
account of the captain of the Buck was 
more complete and circumstantial than 
any heretofore received, and some of- 
ficers were inclined to the belief that 
the submersible had been accounted 
for.

How it feels 10 be an active partici- 


pant, in a bis drive of the present war 
is fascinatingly described in a letter 
from Private James P. McCready of 
the 101st Military Police, just received 
by his cousin.

Belgium during the first four years o 
the war amounting to a total of S4G6,- 
000.000. This is in addition to the vus 
amount of machinery, materials 
and 


men taken from Belgium 
to 
sustain 


In this fifth year of war it Is inter- 


esting ro review the "financial actlvl- 
ies" of the Germans in Belgium since 
hat fateful day in Belgium's ' history 
August 20, 1914. 
when 
the German 


hordes entered Brussels. 
. . 


During- thar month, as the German 


armies were having their woy through 
the IItile kingdom, 
numerous 
towns 


and cities were "fired" and war con- 
tributions were levied from each prov- 
ince as the .Germans progressed south- 
westward. 


The first move of the German staff 


when entering a town was 
to pro- 


ceed to the city hall and announce to 
the burgomaster that for resisting the 
advance of 
the' Emperor 
William's 


armies, his city or town 
had 
been 


fined so many 
thousand 
or 
million 


francs, as fhe case might 
be. Wh 


the burgomaster 
would 
remonstrate 


Uhlans and 
Death's 
Head 
Hussars 


would cavort Innocently in city hall, 
square or the burg-omaster would ba 
taken prisoner. 


In one instance in the Province of 


Lief?e -the German commander of 
the 


company entering- the town informed 
the burgomaster that a war contribu- 
tion of 100,000 francs would have to 
be forthcoming: within two hours. Thn 
burgomaster demurred. 
Never in tho 


history of the little town 
had 
there 


been so. much money in the city treas- 
ury. At the present moment, there was

on Belgium, von Bissing decided that, 
owing to the duration oi the war, the

Aug. 10th, 
Sergt. -Brennan writes to his brother. 
George, about a- trip to Paris during 
a furlough in August: 


Dear Brother: I am going to bore 


so get your mask and stand to. Say, 
I had the most wonderful time in 
Paris on 50 francs. 
Just imagine. 1 


was there for three whole days. 
My 


pass came Aug. 6th about three hours 
late and mind you 1 didn't expect it 
would fome so soon. Well. I had to 
shave and police up a bit, then had to 
walk eight kilometres, or about five 
miles to the railroad station to get 
a train. 
Just my 
luck—the 
train 
had gone and I walked all that dis- 
tance in a downpour of rain and was 
soaked through. 


A French troop train was going to 
the outskirts of Paris so we got on 
and rode all night. 
We got off about 


eight miles from Paris and U. cost us 
just 6 cents to ride first class. 
We 
got there about 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


Everything was in a rush, almost 
like New York. 
Well, we got out of 
the station and the Boulevard de Stras- 
burg confronted us. 
There was also 
an American Red Cross canteen there. 
We went in expecting to pay 
but 
they refused to take any money and 
the. feed we got was fit.for a king. 
The women there attended us like 
mothers—they could not do enough for 
us. 
Going out we offered to pay but 


no . Then we each got a package of. 
cigarets. 


Then we took, a stroll down Jhe 


Boulevard de Strasburg until we came 
to the Boulevard.de Madeleine and talk 
about n busy place, jitneys-everywherc. 
also big motor busses built on the 
same line as. an electric car only hav- 
ing an uppar . -compartment. 
There 
were theatres and cafes everywhere. 
We finally decided to see the town 
proper so we hailed a taxi and told the 
driver we wanted to see the town. So 
in we Jumped—millionaires for two 
hours. Tt is a great sight riding down 
the boulevard. 
We .turried into Rue 
Koyal and 'saw the grand obelisk that 
was brought from Egypt. It stands in 
the Place de la Concorde, a very beau- 
tuul square adorned with 
beautiful 
statues and fountains. 
We rode up to 
the Place.de la Concorde, a very beau- 
ful statues were sandbagged as a pro- 
tection against the big Berthas. 
From 
here we went to see the Eiffel tower

are captured guns and Boche planes

He explained everything and 
he sure was an interesting old gentle- 
man. He spoke English well. I sent 
ila some souvenir postcards of Paris 
f"d a" ,'he places I saw I marked on 
the .back of the cards and you can 
see how nice Paris is by glancing at 
the cards. 
I slept at 1'Hotel de Pavil- 


Iion which was part of the I" il C A 
and it sure did feel fine to sleep in a 
real honest to goodness bed.

While we were driving the Germans 


back we were in Chateau-Thierrv five 
days resting up.

fore I go any farther. I want to tell 
you that the night I camo back from 
pass I wns twenty-four hours over- 
due, but the commanding officer lixed 
it up.

dicate the claim on his questionnaire. 
But if, through mistaken chivalry, he 
should fall to do so, another may make 
it for him. In industry, agriculture, or 
other occupations this other person 
will naturally be his employer or somo 
other representative of his associated 
group."

900 Skilled Cooks Graduated 


From Government School 


at Fort Worth, Tex. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 11.— 


Nine hundred skilled cooks, trained 
'or overseas duty, have been gradu- 
ated in classes of 300 from the gov- 
ernment school for cooks and bakers, 
the largest school of Its kind in the 
country, which is being conducted at 
Camp Bowie here, under 
command 


of Captain Fred H. Worrell. 


Students graduating 
must 
reach 


the 
following 
standard: 
Practical 


work, 50 per cent; 
recitation and 


theory, 20 per cent; care of kitchen, 
15 per cent; discipline, 15 per cent. 
The majority of those graduated have 
been taken from the course for sec- 
ond cooks, with first cooks next in 
number and mess sergeants third. - 


The course includes lectures and in- 


struction on rations, 
bills of fare, 


component parts, field specifications, 
preparation, sanitation, temperatures, 
mess management, stock sheets, field 
cooking, recipes and visits teethe pack- 
ing houses here. An understanding of 
food values most needed to.^uit ~eon- 
Jitions existing in various places is 
being drilled Into the students. 


Great attention also is given to 


food conservation. 
Tho army must 


not "waste- and cooks are taught to 
throw all particles o£ meat and bone 
into a 20-gallon pot where the mix- 
ture is boiled and the fat rendered. 
The stock is then used for gravies 
and soups. 


Some companies here require the 


men to weigh what is left on their 
plates and the amount is deducted 
from the next meal, thus adjusting 
the food needed to their appetites. 


The sanitation course requires the 


mess officers to keep kitchen, mess 
hall, refrigerators, ovens and cooking 
utensils hygienically clean. This ap- 
plies to tables and floors. How to 
set the tables is an Important part 
of the study. 


Experiments are conducted to de- 


vise means of using substitutes for 
flour such as oatmeal, cormneal, and 
rice flour. Use of sirup instead of 
sugar wherever 
possible 
is encour- 


aged. 


"Food wastage," said Captain Mor- 


rell, "is not always the fault of the 
soldier at the mess table. The cook 
is often to blame. If he doesn't cook 
the food right, it will be distasteful 
to the men and they will refuse to 
eat all set before them. 
The well 


cooked meai puts the men in good 
spirits as well as helping them- phys- 
ically." 


A record of food conservation was 


kept at tho detention camp where 
the recruits are quartered and fod un- 
der the direction of Captain Morrell.

72,179 pounds of 
flour allowed 


the camp in fourteen clays, only 36,- 
165 pounds were used and yet every 
man had all the bread .he desired.

Possi- 
bly the grand vizier or the sultan him- 
self has half a mind to throw up his 
hands and shout: "Enough." We sur- 
mise1 that there Is a feeling somewhat 
similar In Bulgaria, in Austria and even 
widely spreading in Germany. It is easy 
to tell irom these paciiic utterances now 
the wind is blowing and how the tide 
has turned in the war. 
It" Germany 


were winning victories there would be 
no such reflections upon the length of 
.the war and the need of peace. 


The Teutonic militarists are engaged' 


in-a great peace offensive because they 
see all hope of victory rapidly vanish- 
ing! They may now realize their er- 
rors and endeavor to secure-a compro- 
mise peace, while they see the allied 
forces smashing toward the German 
frontier. But there will be no peace 
until the German war lords are forced 
to surrender and until the allies can 
dictate the terms of peace. 


The crimes unspeakable, irreparable, 


and unparalleled, committed by Ger- 


' many and her allies must be atoned 


before pence is-proclaimed and- that- 
means that the military power of Ger- 
many-must be destroyed so thai-it will 
never again be a menace to civilization 
or humanity. The peace offensive will 
fail as all the German-drives have fail- 
ed arid as her future drives are bound 
to'fail. 


"We do not believe that peace will 


come this year'and possibly not next 
year, although should the allies next 
year enter Germany as they intend'to 
do, it may be-that even the'war lords 
will-consider it the best policy to sur- 
"render.

v.'i-.tch on bakeries as well as upon the 
provision dealers. 
Among the latter 


it may be remarked that the larger 
stores are the most faithful observers 
of the food law. The smaller are less 
particular, but some of them may soon 
get a vacation if the food administra- 
tion finds out what they are doing. It 
would be well for some of the smaller 
stores to study the regulations more 
carefully and then try to apply them. 
In timoe-like; these it is not fair to have 
one part of the community complying 
ivith all the rules for conservation in 
food'and fuel, while another part takes 
every opportunity to evade the rules. 
Those who violate any of the regula- 
tions are not giving the government the 
patriotic co-operation1 it has a right 
to expect from all citizens.

Remember, if you have 
registered before you must not regis- 
ter tomorrow. And if you are 45 years 
and eight or nine or n months old. 
you will have to register. 
The law 


reads from IS to 45 "Inclusive." That 
is, unless you have reached your 46th 
birthday by tomorrow, you are 
re- 


quired to register. 


Now for the place: If you are a vot- 


er, go to the same place to register 
that you would go to vote. If you are 
not a voter, but must register, ask 
your father or brother or some per- 
son living in the same house you live 
In. where he votes and you will bn 
fairly safe In going to the snme plae>!. 
If not, call up the office of the regis- 
trars of voters at city hall or any of 
tho local exemption boards. Tell them 


where you live and they will tell you 
where to register. 


When do you register? If you can, 


do it the first thing In the morning. 
If not, try to do it in the forenoon. 
If you can possibly avoid it. don't wait 
until noon. There's going to be a great 
rush at the noon hour and you will 
have to await your turn. If you can't 
get around before noon, make it some- 
time during the afternoon. You have 
until 9 o'clock in the evening", but the

the Atlantic coast by the American 
steamer Frank H. Buck was reported 
to the navy department yesterday by 
the steamer's ma'ster.

rine, which sunk after a terrllic ex- 
plosion. 


The submarine,

The num- 
ber of employed was a little more than 
3,647.000. or about S pe-r cent.

tion of women employed here equal to 
the showing by tho women of Eng- 
land It would be necessary for more 
than S.000.000 American women to take 
up behind the lines the burden of war. 
It is estimated that 600,000 already 
have replaced men called for military 
service.

the old Sixth Regiment in February. 
1917. 
Three of his uncles had fought 


in the Civil war and two of them had 
been killed. 
Another died only. re- 


cently. 
Therefore, when the United 


States was again making ready to en- 
ter upon a state of war. it was only 
natural that he should feel the call 
and respond even before the formal 
declaration of war was made. 


Private Marr went to New Hamp- 


shire in April for guard 
duty, 
to 


Framingham in July and later in the 
summer was 
transferred 
to 
Camp 


Devens. 
Shortly after, he was trans- 


ferred to the 102d regiment of Con- 
necticut with a number of other Sixth 
Regiment ment. 


The last word which Mrs. Marr re- 


ceived from her husband was a letter 
dated June 6. At that time he write 
that he was well although he had been 
previously wounded once and gassed 
twice. 


According to the telegram received 


from the war department tins morn- 
ing. Private .Marr was killed in action 
July I'l*. The reason for the delay in 
notification is unknown and Mrs. Marr 
has been endeavoring through several 
difi'eriiiu agencies to get in touch with 
her husband for several months. 


Private Marr was 30 years old and
